Westinghouse, General Electric and Radio 
Corporation of America United to Form 
National Broadcasting Co., Witness Says.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The 


National Broadcasting Co. is owned 
jointly by the General Electric 
Co., the Westinghouse’ Electric 
Co. and the Radio Corporation of 


America, M. H. Ailsworth, presi- 
dent of the National Co., testified 
today before the Federal Radio 
Commission during a hearing on 
a dispute over wave lengths. 

The price paid by the broadcast- 
ing company for station WEAF, at 
New York, owned by the Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Co.., 
was $1,000,000, he testified, and a 
contract was entered into with the 
telephone company for the right 


to use its land wires in a broad- 
casting chain. These rights sub- 
sequently were turned over to the 
radio corporation. 

Ailsworth said the broadcasting 
company would lose approximately 
$800,000 the first year of its exist- 
ence, not including interest on in- 
vestment, which would be made up 
by the three owning companies.

BIRGER AND EIGHT 
OTHERS ALSO NAMED 


Four Charges Made Against 
Each of the Ten Alleged 
Slayers of State Patrol- 
man and His Wife.

MARION, Ill., June 15.—An at- 

tempt of State’s Attorney Boswell 


of Williamson County to take 
jurisdiction in the Price murder 
cases, in which Charley’ Birger 
and four others were indicted last 
Saturday in Washington County, 
resulted today in the indictment 
here of Birger and nine others, in- 
‘cluding “Art’’ Newman, for the 
murders of both State Highway 
Fatrolman Lory Price and Mrs. 
Price, Jan. 17. : 

Newman's confession to the 
Post-Dispatch, repeated to the 
special Washington County grand 
jury at-Nashville, caused the in- 
dictments voted Saturday. The 
Washington County prosecutor 
iplanned to use Newman as a 
State’s witness. According to New- 
man’s statement, the killing of 
Price occurred* in Washington 
County, and that of Mrs. Price in 
Williamson County. 

Boswell Doesn’t Call Newman. 

Prosecutor Boswell, however, 
chose not only to disregard this 
distinction, but also to proceed 
without calling Newman as a wit- 
ness. The indictments drawn by 
him, and voted by the grand jury 
hurriedly summoned here today, 
are four in number, and charge 
the 10 men with the murder of 
Price, and with conspiracy to kill 
Price, and with both murder and 
conspiracy as to Mrs. Price. 

The indictments, voted on hear- 
say testimony of some former 
members of the Birger gang, and 
on second-hand versions of New- 
man’s confession, are against Bir- 
ger, Newman, Fred Wooten, Con-

mons,

ence Rone. 

Those previously indicted at 
Nashville were Birger, Ritter, Sim- 
mons, Simpson and Blue. As to 
the apparent conflict in jurisdic- 
tion, State’s Attorney Boswell 
said: 

“I have information that Price 
met his death not in Washington 
County but in Williamson County. 
This will be proved at the time of 
the trial. In the meantime I hope 
to show State’s Attorney House of 
Washington County that we have 
a stronger case here and that in 
the interests of justice he should 
dismisg the indictment voted in his 
county. We want and need his 
co-operation.” 

The indictments were voted at 
Nashville after Newman had re- 
peated, to the grand jury there, 
the statement obtained from him 
first by John T. Rogers of the 
Post-Dispatch staff, while Newman 
was being brought from California 
for the murder of Mayor Joe 
Adams of West City. Newman 
now is in Belleville Jail, and 
Birger, also charged with the 
Adams murder, is in Bloomington 
Jail, having been taken there to- 
day from Springfield because the 
Springfi:ld Jail was overcrowded. 

Two in Federal Prisons, 

Simmons is in Leavenworth Fed- 
eral Prison, and Wooten is in At- 
lanta Prison. Crews and Rone are 
in jail here. The other men indict- 
ed are at large. 

The special grand jury 
charged by Judge Hartwell, 
said an emergency required it. The 
first meeting was held Ir the 
Sheriff's office in the jail bui'4- 
ing, to avoid removal of some wit- 
nesses, who are in jail, to the court- 
house. 

Boswell, in drawing the indict- 
ments, proceeded on the theory 
that both murders were committed 
in this (Williamson) county.

y WASHINGTON, June 15.—The 


Treasury today received hundreds 
of millions of dollars, coming large- 
ly from income tax and war debt 
payments. Income tax payments 
due today are expected to approxi- 
mate $400,000,000, while the war 
funding operations will produce 
$89,000,000 more. 

The largest single debt payment 
involved Great Britain, whose 
agreement called for the turning 
over of $67,575,000. Thirteen other 
nations, including France, made up 
the list of foreign debtors. France 
agreed to pay $10,000,000, nofwith- 
standing that the debt funding 
agreement with her has not been 
ratified.

Thomas Lipton, English sportsman, 
has definitely announced he will 
challenge next year for the Amer- 
ica's cup, international yachting 
trophy. Sir Thomas made known 
his {ntention at a luncheon given 
by Robert Dollar, president of the 
Dollar Steamship Co. 

His attempt to lift the cup in 
1928 will be the British sports- 
man’s fifth in 30 years. In his 
latest bid, in 1920, his Shamrock

‘Youngsters were held high on 
shoulders so that they might see 
the first President to go this far 
west in South Dajota since 1912. 

As the special train sped into the 
State,a crowd waved its greeting 
to the President from Elton, first 
station in South Dakota. Similar 
greetings were waiting at the 
o‘her small! towns and shortly after 
breakfast Senator Norbeck of South 
Dakota and a delegration of more 
than 30 citizens from the eastern 
part of the State boarded the train 
to extend the first official welcome. 

Arising earlier than usual, both 
the President and Mrs. Coolidge 
were out on the rear platform to 
meet the crowds as the train left 
the last of the Minnesota cities on 
the route. 

5000 Turn Out at Huron. 

Fully 5000 persons greeted Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Coolidge in Huron.

Chairman Esch Geclared that he 
could not forecast what action the 
Commission would take regarding 
the connecting line or any pro- 
posed change in freight sched- 
ules, He stated tat the 
carriers proposing to use the 
connection would have to convince 
the Commission that its construc- 
tion was required by public necessi- 
ty and convenience and that any 
lower tariff schedules would be 
just, reasonable and-not prejudicial 
to the interest of the whole pub- 
lic. He added that ample opor- 
tunity would be given to oppo- 
nents of the plan to »protest 
against the connecting line and 
any lower rates. 
Permit is Required. 

“A certificate from the commis- 
sion would be necessary for the 
construcfion of the proposed line,” 
Esch said. “Sach a connection 
would be an extension either of 
the Alton & Southern or the 
Manufacturers’ and would have to 
be passed upon the commission, 
I cannot say what the commission 
would do about the application 
for a certificate. St. Louis with 
her three bridges, presents a spec- 
ial case d we should haves to 
see whether tte public interest 
would be served by another line.” 

“Has the commission set a re- 
cedent, which, in effect, has for- 
bidden an outside line to anter.@ 
field already served?” he was ask- 
ed.

The applicants, of course, usuaily 
base their entire argument on pres- 
ent and future demands for serv- 
ice.

No Cuat-Throat Competition. 

In commenting on the suggested 
possibility of lower rate, Esch said 
that the two outside lines would 
not be allowed to reduce them in- 
discriminately, or arbitrarily. In 
no event, he said. would the com- 
mission permit cut-throat competi- 
tion between two systems of car- 
riers. 

“The day of cut-throat compet!- 
tion among rallrOads is past,” he 
declared.

The case 
came to the United States %4u- 
preme Court through an injunction 
suit brought by the Texas & Pa- 
cific in the Federal District Court. 
The injunction was granted by the 
District Court and reversed by the 
-Federal Circuit Court. The 8u- 
preme Court reversed the Circuit 
Court, and held that the Santa Fe 
must have a certificate before it 
could continue with the conatrue- 
tion of the extension.

Total Eclipse of Full Moon 
Takes Place as St. Louis Sleeps 


Early Morning Atmosphere Is Clear, but Only 


a Few Persons Observe Lunar 
Phenomenon. 


The first clear night for June’s 
full moon was a dark one for a 
time after all, for the moon went 
into total eclipse at 2:23 a. m. to- 
day. 

But it was a bright night, fig- 
uratively, for astronomers. Msgr. 
Martin S. Brennan, who has watch- 
ed the celestial performance for 
30 years whenever the clouds over 


|Carondelet would permit, had set 


his alarm clock and was at his 
telescope, This morning he voiced 
his applause. 

“It went off fine,” he approved. 
“There were a few scattering 
clouds, but they kept out of the 
way and the whole phenomenon 
was beautifully clear. 

“The shadow of the earth, pass- 
ing between the moon and the 
Sun, came in at an angle of 54 
degrees to the east, on the lower 
edge of the moon, and went out 
toward the west. The deep shadow 
of total eclipse began creeping over 
the moon at 2:12, covered it at 
2:23, and had passed off at 2:31.” 

At 12:40 the penumbra or por- 
tial shadow of the earth, had be- 
gun to bite off the left lower edge 
of the moon, and did not leave the 
lower right edge until 4:06 a. m. 

Not a cloud was in the sky over 
the western edge of the city, where 


| 


a reporter watched the phenome- 
non. The stars were out in multi- 
tudes, but apparently there were 
few other spectators except the 
milkman whose figure cast a 
garish shadow from the lantern in 
his wagon, and the crew of an owl 
car grinding around a distant curve. 

Straggling light refracted by the 


earth’s atmosphere mgde the moon 
dimly visible throughout the per- 
formance. Apparently with infinite 


slowness the deep shadow ad- 
vanced, but actually it was eating 
up the moon at nearly 200 linear 
miles an hour. 

The shadow scarcely seemed to 
reach the top before it was seen to 
be receding. At first it appeared to 
be drawing off to the southeast, 
whence it came. Then a slice of 
the rim showed bright at the up- 
per left corner. For a while the 
round shadow was directly across 
the lower part of the moon, but it 
gradually moved westward, finally 
parting from the lower right edge. 

The moon will retaliate on the 
earth for getting in its light on 
June 29, when it will have moved 
round the earth to come between it 
and the sun, causing a total solar 
eclipse, visible in Northern Europe 
and Asia. Ze

Preoccupation of Political

MOSCOW, June 15.—The ener- 


getic action of the political police 
following the assassination of So- 
viet Minister Voikov at Warsaw 
in rounding up and shooting Mos- 
cow citizens who harbored mon- 
archist sympathies, is followed in 
other cities, according to reporcs 
now beginning to arrive here. 

Since the political police issued 
its original de luxe list of 20 per- 
sons executed within 24 hours of 
Voikov’s assassination, there have 
been no further disclosures of 
what is happening In the basement 
of its dreaded headquarters in 
Lubianka square, now rechristened 
Dzerjenski place in honor of the 
late director of the organization. 

There are reports, though, with- 
out confirmation, that the execu- 
tion of the original 20 has been 
duplicated’ in the week which has 
followed since the assassination. 
Whether the names of those exe- 
cuted will be officially announced, 
or whether it will be announced 
what executions have occurred in 
other cities and villages, will be 
decided later. 

Executions Elsewhere. 

From Odessa comes a report of 
the execution of Krijanovsky, 
former prosecutor; Litchkovask, a 
former member of the Duma: Bel- 
ogrud, a provincial official, Petro- 
vitch, a former police official and. 
Izrail, a son of the director of the 
late Czar’s printing office. These, 
with a half dozen others, were 
convicted of corresponding with 
former Gen. Leontovitch; an offf- 
cer of the Czar’s army. 

From Kharkov comes a report 
of the execution of M. Giobatchev, 
who was captured attempting to 
cross the frontier for the purpose, 
according to the testimony, of 
“uniting the active enemies of the 
soviet power.” 

Official records deny reports that 
the political police found the La- 
bianka cells short of the required 
quota of prisoners for the first 
batch of executions and rushed 
squads about the city to gather up 
three or four more. 

Viadimir Evereimov, a respon- 
sible official of the main office of 
the state bank, according to rumor 
was awakened at 7 o’clock tn the 
morning, taken to prison and shot 
at 9 o’clock. The actual fact is 
that Evereimov was arrested five 
weeks previously when working 
at the bank, following the alleged 
discovery by the éccret police that 
he had furnished the British mis- 
sion with secret documents en- 
trusted to him by the bank for the 
purpose of preparing reporta. 

Promised Freedom, Then Shot. 

Prince Dolgrukov, who was ar- 
rested several months ago for en- 
tering the country without per- 
mission was notified shortly before 
the Verkov execution that the poll- 
tica] police had decided on leniency 
in his case and that he could leave 
the country. The international Red 
Cross already had sent him clothes 
for his journey. However he was 
taken from his cell and executed. 

Evereimov, when Russian counsel 
at Taharan 15 years ago, married 
an English woman who survives 
him. Since organization of the 
state bank, Evereimov has been tn 
charge of publications issued 
monthly, ineluding a monthly sur- 
vey of the economic conditions of 
the country, printed in English and 
many other languages for circula- 
tion abroad. 

According to the charges of the 
secret police, he furnished to 8ir 
Robert M. Hogdson of the British 
mission economic information 
about the country. There was ne 
secret about the fact that the twe 
men were well acquainted. 

Though the efforts of the see- 
ret police have abated terroristie 
acts of soviet officials, the arrests 
are spreading apprehension over 
the country which is showing 
among the people despite their 
Slavic fatalism.

While Siegfried deplores how ma- 
chinery has tended to produce 
things rather than individuals and 
sees limitations to the spirit and 
methods of American industry, he 
is amazed at our high standard of 
living. He sees a democracy of 
capitalists being built up among 
the people who will be conservative 
because they have something to 
conserve. He sees nothing un- 
sound in reducing the cost of pro- 
duction by standardization, but he 
wonders whether it is for the good 
of a civilization to standardize in- 
dividuals in order to standardize 
things, for mass production and 
civilization do not go together. 

Siegfried’s grasp of our political 
situation would interest political 
observers. He believes the Demo- 
crats are going to have the viest 
of their existence in the contro- 
versy that will arise over the ques- 
tion of whether Al Smith shall be 
nominated for the presidenry. He 
sees President Coolidge ‘as a man 
popular with the public, “though 
possibly mostly with the lower 
Strata. He may be less admired 
than Roosevelt or Wilson, but he 
inspires much more confidence 
than either of his great predeces- 
sors.” 

The quotable passages are so nu- 
merous and the substance of the 
book so stimulating that a brief 
review seems inadequate. Siegfried 
writes from a rich experience and 
a knowledge ‘of European civiliza- 
tion. While he raises many ques- 
tions, he does not show a dogmatic 
attitude. He rather leaves one to 
answer the questions he propounis. 
His greatest concern seems for the 
individual: 

“Can the individual possibly sur- 
vive in such an atmosphere (as 
America)? In her enthusiasm to 
perfect her material success, has 
not America risked quenching the 
flame of individual liberty which 
Europe has always regarded as one 
of the chief treasures of civiliza- 
tion? At the very moment that 
America is enjoying a state of pros- 
perity such as the world has never 
knowr before, an impartial ob- 
server is forced to ask whether this 
unprecedented abundance of 
wealth will in the long run lead to 
a higher form of civilization.

HE temperature at the Garden 

Theater last night was more 

congenial to football than al 
fresco dramaturgy, but its effects 
were noticeable chiefly in the audi- 
ence. The Goodman Players, ap- 
parently undismayed by the un- 
friendly chill in the air, opened the 
second week of their present en- 
gagement with a spirited and in- 
telligently rationalized perform- 
ance of Shakspeare’s “Taming of 
the Shrew.” : 

The cast and general method of 
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presentation, so I am told, was the 
same as last year. This included 
the induction, omitted from most 
performances of the “Shrew,” in 
which Christopher Sly, the drunken 
tailor, is made the victim of a 
practical joke. The chief action, 
therefore, appears as a play with- 
in a play, thus allowing a wide lat- 
itude to the director in the mar- 
agement of the tempo, the tran- 
sitions from scene to scene and the 
contours of the piece. The broad- 
est sort of strokes could have been 
appropriately used but this oppor- 
tunity was passed up in favor of a 
more difficult and a more quiet 
treatment, 

The conflict between Katherine 
and Petruchio became more a bat- 
tle of wits than a-_mere brutal 
clash of tempers and in the end 
we see, not a resigned and beat- 
en Katherine but a canny young 
woman who has discovered that 
there are more ways than one to 
kill a cat and to manage a man. 

In adapting her gifts to the ar- 
ticulation of this sort of character 
Miss Eula Guy was even more 
deft and plausible than as Rosa- 
lind. In her shrewish tantrums at 
the opening of the play she suggest- 
ed the well brought-up young wo- 
man, who for one reason or an- 
other was at war with her en‘viron- 
ment rather than the usual brawl- 
ing fish-wife. And when in the end 
she appeared as a radiant and duti- 
ful wife one did not regard the in- 
termediate process as a double- 
headed miracle wrought by the 
business end of a whip, but as a 
period of stress in which Kather- 
ine had a revelation both of love 
and of wisdom. Distinctly the 
victory was Katherine's for she 
discovered the philosopher’s stone. 
As for those highly exemplary 
speeches in which she pointed out 


the path of duty to the other twe 
wives, one might fairly suspect 
that the perspicacious Katherine 
had her tongue in her cheek. 

Carl Benton Reid's interpreta- 
tion.of Petruchio was in key with 
this-general idea. That is, he was 
a gentieman playing the part of a 
hoodlum, a role from which he 
plainly receded as soon as he had 
accomplished his end. Yet even 
under that conception there was 
room for a much bolder and more 
pungent drawing in of the charac- 
ter than Mr. Reid accorded it. To 
me the role was done too much 
in the gray; there were not enough 
splashes of color. 

Whitford Kane’s Christopher Sly 
was typical of that seasoned play- 
er’s well rounded and mellow art. 
Iden Payne made a well spiced, 
intelligent and agreeable rogue of 
Grumio. The rest of the cast too 
numerous for individual mention, 
was in scale. There were a eg 
liberties taken with the text but 
not many. Even so the play was 
over by 11 o’clock. It was, tn short, 
an excellent perfomance, well 
thought out and well executed.
